Mr. Wilson also explains by his 
translation what is meant by the 
phrase “publicans :nd_ sinners.” 

“The proper translation of tho 

Greek makes it clear that tho 

phrase means tax-ocollectors and 

outcasts,” he ssid, 

“Jews who turned  tax-collectors 
for the Romans were regarded og be- 
yond the pale, and oatracised. Since 
everyone is a sinner, it is obvious 
that by ‘sinners’ fs meant outcasts.”

ment 1937" has been approved, and 
issue will be made in accordance 
with a programme spread over a 
period of years.

The truth of the matter ts that 
bacteria warfare Js subject to even 
greater lmitations than the more 
familiar weapons in war, It is no 
moro possible to deal denth on a 
wide scale by tho use of known 
microbes than it would be to wipo 
out the population of the U.S, with 
the present IneMclent poison 
Bases. 


bacteria can be divided 

into three maln groups. 

The first clasaification consists 

of the microbes of those discasca 

which can be transmitted from 

person to person only by means of 
direct contact. 

The second classification in- 
cludes the microbes of those di- 
seases which are transmitted from 
man to man through an inter- 
medlary ‘agency, whether {t be an 
insect, bird or animal or just plain 
water. 

The third group-conststs of the 
microbes, os yet unknown, which 
supposedly cause such discascs 2s 
influenza, measles, scarlet fovor, 
mumps, and tho common cold, 

The first group is hardly to be 
considered as.potentially “ useful" 
in war. It would be difficult, if not 
impossible, to infect on suffictent 
number of the enemy to justify 
the dangers involved for the agents 
who would do the infecting. 

Granting that tho infection 
could somehow be achieved, it - 
would be a simple measure for tho 
enemy to quarantino the men in- 
fected and thus provent any disas- 
trous spread of the disease, 


Fe the purposes of war, 


that we find the mogt 

probable bactcrin wea- 
pons of the next war. The most 
important of these is probably tho 
bacillus of the dronded bubonic 
and pneumonic plague. 

This bacillus can be transmitted 
from man to man or !t can bo 
transmitted by fleas which are 
quickly distributed over a wide arca 
by rats.

Probably tho diseases which 
could be givers most easily to the 
enemy without endangering 
friendly troops are the animal 
diseases of. glanders, anthrax ond 
hoof-and-mouth discase, . 


transmitted to the enemy 

through the medium 
of the enemy's cattle and other 
livestock, ond would offer the 
additional “ advantage ” of cllmin- 
ating both tho enemy and his food 
supply at the same time. 

However, the effect would be 
only temporary with the humcn 
belngs involved, and could be kept 
at a minimum among the livestock 
by rigid means of control. 

At first glance, it would scem 
that any of the above diseases 
would perform the task of annihil- 
ating the enemy. 

This would be true, except for 
one qualifying factor, Any discasc 
whose microbe is known (and all 
of the above microbes are known, 
or elso they would not be in the 
first categories) can be counter- 
acted by a scrum made from the 
blood of animals which Hive been 
infected and immunized to the 
particular bacteria. . 

The serums for all the abave 
disenses have been developed, and 
could be manufactured and distri- 
buted rapidly enough In on emer- 
gency to minimize any epidemic 
almost before it started. ‘

If the bacteria department of 
any Government coultl seerctly iso- 
Inte and cultivate tho bacteria of 
one of the unknown discases, and 
could develop a strum for inocu~ 
lating its own people,.that nation 
would then be‘in-a.position to in- 
filct an uncheckable, plague on its 
enemies, 

The likellhood of such o calami- 
tous event is extremely far fetched. 
In the first place the ethics of tho 
medica! profession, even in Ger- 
minny, are stilt high cnough that 
the doctor discovering the new 
bacteria would probably risk los- 
ing hts neck rathor than allow his 
discovery to precipitate: a world- 
wide catastrophe. : 

In the second place even though 
the doctor kept his secret, Jt would 
be aimost impossible for any nation 
to manufacture the necessary 
quantities of bacterla culture and 
serum without being detected by 
sples of foreign governments.

The receipts of the Relch Treasury 
from the “emigration tax,” which !s 
imposed upon capital leaving the 
country, continue to soar. 


During July alone the sum received 
in tax wage nearly £2,000,000, This 
compares with receipts of £500,000 
during the same month last year. 


During the first four months of the 
present financial year—April-July— 
the tax receipts reached o total of 
considerably more, than £5,000,000, 
compared ‘with £6,750,000 for. the 
whole of the previous financial year. 


These figures give some {den of the 
extent to which persons of sub- 
stance are now Icaving Germany.

In the first place the ethics of the 
medica! profession, even in’ Ger- 
many, are still high enough that 
the doctor discovering the now 
bacterla would probably risk los- 
ing his neck rather than allow his 
discovery to precipitate a world- 
wide catastrophe, 

In the second place even though 
the doctor kept, his seerct, {¢ would 
be almost impossible for any nation 
to manufacture tho necessary 
quantities of bacteria culture and 
scrum without being detected by 
sples of forelgn governments. 

Of course, once the cat was out

By A Medical Correspondent 
‘The discovery is announced of 
un artifictal substitute for, radium 
that will revolutionise the treatment 
of cancer and other disciiscs. 

Fcp 18 months the. subject of 
research at St, Bartholomew's Hos- 
pital under Professor ‘F, L, Hopwood, 
the radio sodium, as it Is known, is 
being prepared from common salt by 
the bombardment of atoms. 

MORE EFFECTIVE 

It has several {mportant advant- 
ages over ordinary radium, which 
costs £1,000,000 for seven ounces, 
Artificint manufacture will be much 
veheaper, 

Radium must always be removed 


‘T from the body a few hours or days 


after treatment. This is because ft 
remains powerfully active for ut least 
1,000 yeurs, 

“* Ordinary treatment’ would’ destroy 
the tissues and bones of, the body 
after a few weels. 

Radon gas, another form of radl- 
um, hos a shorter life, losing half its 
strength in under four days. Thus, 
radium must always be applied from 
the outside {n flint anolicatora or in 
needies so that it can casily be re- 
moved. Even Radon has to be kept 
in tubes which themselves might 
caure inflammation.

Artificinl radium can be given by 
mouth jn capsules or It can be in- 
jected, because soven-cighths of its 
power disappear {n two days.
